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DOE REALIZES DREAM

A®)|N AMBITION realized ..a 

kK | dream come true... anda 
golden-voiced woman, 
scarcely more than a girl, 
treads the stage of the 
Metropolitan Opera House. 
Such things happen often in story- 
books, but in real life only once in 
a blue moon. And the singer upon 
whom the blue moon shone is Palm 
Beach’s own contralto, Doris Doe. 

When Doris Doe appears in con- 
cert next Friday night, February 
9, at the Everglades Club by spe- 
cial permission of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, with which she is 
under contract, it will be the first 
opportunity for her fellow-towns- 
men and sponsors to hear her in 
her home town since she made her 
debut in opera in New York. Little 
more than a decade ago, newly 
graduated from the Palm Beach 
High School, she had turned her 
back on college and following the 
overwhelming urge to sing, had 
chosen the path that has led in a 
surprisingly direct course to her 
goal. This week a brilliant audience will greet her appear- 


ance here and a warm welcome will be extended the singer 


who so early in her career has realized the dream of every 
every American student of voice. 

Doris Doe is the daughter of Dr. and Mrs. John Watson 
Doe of Seminole Avenue, a member of a family nurtured on 
music. Her grandfather, Henry Rice, was a celebrated ora- 
torio singer and her mother is a musician of ability. Follow- 
ing her graduation from high school the sixteen-year-old girl 
went to Chicago to become proficient in languages under the 
tutelage and sponsorship of Dean Small of Chicago Univer- 
sity, a member of her mother’s family, and to study voice 
with the famous Sybil Sammis McDermid. Four years later, 
Miss Doe went to New York, there studying oratorio with 
Charles A. Baker and interpretation with Frank La Forge, 
famous coach. She made her debut in concert in Aeolian 
Hall with Mr. La Forge at the piano. Of this event, W. J. 
Henderson, music critic of the Sun, wrote, “One of the justly 
celebrated blue moons must have presided over 43rd Street 
last night.” 

For two years Miss Doe held the post of soloist at the 
Marble Collegiate Church and then was soloist for two years 
at the Second Church of Christ Scientist, resigning that posi- 
tion to go abroad to study. During these years she had the 
distinction of singing with the New York Philharmonic Or- 
chestra for three successive seasons, as well as at the Wor- 
cester and North Shore Music Festivals. The opportunity to 
go abroad to study came through an engagement here in the 
resort. She had come down from New York to sing “The 
Messiah” at the Arcadia (Fla.) Festival and to appear at a 
tea given by Mr. and Mrs. Chester Castle Bolton at their 
ocean-front villa, “Il Torre de Suenos.” Through their 
influence and that of Sidney Homer, famous American com-

poser, and his wife, Mme. Louise 
Homer, leading contralto of the 
Metropolitan Opera for many sea- 
sons, who believed in the possibil- 
ities of Miss Doe’s voice, and as a 
result of their kindly sponsorship, 
the young singer was enabled to 
go to Europe to study. 

Berlin, the great music center, 
was the field chosen and three 
years later Miss Doe made her 
debut as Erda in “Das Rheingold” 
at the Dresden State Opera House, 
being engaged to sing the role 
after an audition. Of her debut 
the Dresden Anzeiger said, “New 
and wholly surprising, above all 
the Erda scene, in which a new 
talent, Doris Doe, fills the stage 
with spiritual strains.” A tribute 
indeed to a young American sing- 
er from the restrained foreign 
press. ‘‘Why do we have to go to 
America to get such a voice?” 
plaintively queried another Ger- 
man critic. 

It was in Berlin that Artur 
Bodanzky, conductor of German 
operas at the Metropolitan, heard Miss Doe sing. He ar- 
ranged an audition with Mr. Gatti-Casazza, general director 
of the Metropolitan Opera Company, then in Italy, which 
resulted in a five-year contract for Miss Doe, and her debut 
on February 3, 1932, as Brangaene in “Tristan and Isolde,” 
placed her in the front rank of American contraltos. New 
York critics were unanimous in their praise of her voice, 
her acting and her pleasing stage appearance. ‘‘Her voice 
is a good one... and she uses it with expressiveness. ... 
Her acting had the virtue of sincerity and restraint,” said 
Deems Taylor in the American. “She disclosed a fresh and 
agreeable voice and an unaffectedly attractive presence,” 
said Lawrence Gilman in the Herald-Tribune. “The quality 
of voice and just accomplishments of the singer justified 
her engagement,” said Olin Downes, critic of the Times. 

Each year Miss Doe sings in the Wagner cycle at the 
Metropolitan and a few weeks ago she appeared in the revival 
of Richard Strauss’ “Salome,” which scored a great triumph 
at its first presentation since it shocked Metropolitan opera 
goers out of their seats at its premiere a score of years ago. 
The singer is now studying for her appearance in Italian 
roles. Last summer she spent some months in Italy for that 
purpose and also went to Stockholm to study Swedish, the 
better to interpret some of the beautiful Swedish songs. 

Her program at the Everglades Club concert with Mr. 
Iidwin Me Arthur at the piano, will include the Erda scene 
from “Das Rheingold,” an aria for contralto from Mancinelli’s 
“Ero e Leandro,” Aria di Lia from Debussy’s “L’ Enfant 
Prodigue,” and songs in Italian, Swedish, German and Eng- 
lish, the latter group including a song by Sidney Homer, now 
a beloved member of the resort winter colony, whose insight 
and perception have helped many a young singer along the 
road to the stars. 
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BETHESDA BAZAARS---THEN AND Now

HE TINKLING of cymbals, the colorful bazaars, the 

gaiety of the midway will characterize the Tombo- 
la—that Italian street fair—that will be given on 
Shrove Tuesday, February 13, by the Women’s 
Guild of Bethesda-by-the-Sea. More picturesque, 
more colorful than the successful one of last season, 
are the glowing phrases of Mrs. Lorenzo E. Woodhouse, 
chairman of the ladies’ committee in charge of the Tombo- 
la, speaking of this annual benefit of the Guild. 

For the benefit is an annual one—the oldest charity in 
Palm Beach county and precursor of similar work in this 
section of Florida. Old residents of the resort can look back 
across the years to the early days of this affair. Twenty 
years ago this month, to be exact. A Palm Beach Daily 
News of Friday, February 27, 1914, tells of the annual 
Bazaar held the preceding day. 

How exciting it was! In those days there were no 
Cluett Gardens; the bazaar was held on the spacious estate 
of Mrs. Edwin M. Brelsford, on the South Lake Trail. The 
booths were situated on the broad verandas and on differ- 
ent parts of the lawn—a lawn, the story tells us, “gay with 
flags of all the nations.” 

Arriving at the bazaar, one was met by the genial gate 
committee, consisting of Mr. W. D. Freeman and Mr. Har- 
old E. Spencer, elected the preceding year to the Vestry, a 
position which he still holds, On strolling up the path from 
the entrance, a gypsy tent came into view and a crowd 
eagerly waiting to consult the fortune teller and to cross 
her palm with silver. Inside the tent, Miss Agnes C. Dyer, 
now visiting Mrs. Emily G. Pendleton, mysteriously ar- 
ranged a look into the future. 

Across from the fortune teller, was the junior table 
where many “attractive and useful articles of fancy work” 
were displayed by Miss Dorothy Stone-Smith, who was 
married in 1920 to Dr. Henry Darlington, Rector of the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York City; Miss Helen 
B. Hood, Miss Fredericka Brelsford, now Mrs. D. F. 
Dunkle, and Miss Madeleine Henry. 

On the north veranda was the tea table presided over 
by Mrs. Frederick Sterry, whose late husband was former 
manager of the Royal Poinciana hotel and later of the 
Plaza, New York; Mrs. Willis Seaver Paine, now residing 
at the Plaza and widow of Col. Paine, and Mrs. George 
Morgan Ward, widow of the beloved minister of the Poin- 
ciana Chapel. “This was a very popular booth” the story 
goes on, “as the afternoon was cool.” The fancy work 
table, also on the broad veranda, was under the manage- 
ment of Mrs. William Stone-Smith, the present Mrs. 
Robert Dun Douglass of the Breakers colony, and Mrs. 
H. C. Hood, who is still an active worker in the Guild. 
Nearby was the utililty table under the direction of Mrs. 
Delos O. Wickham, an annual visitor to the resort and 
another member of The Breakers colony, Mrs. W. D. Free- 
man, now living in Winter Park; Mrs. William G. Havill, 
a member of the annual resort colony, and Mrs. A. F. 
Huston, who occupies a cottage on Sunset Avenue. 

Lemonade was the popular beverage. The lemonade 
table was at the foot of the broad stairway and was dis- 
pensed by Mrs. William L. Hodgkins of Lake Shore Drive, 
Chicago, Miss Nellie Watts and Miss Bella Press.

hunts and treasure hunts, what could have been more 
unique than a Wishing Tree? The Florida version took the 
form of an orange tree, with a prize concealed inside each 
of the golden fruit. According to The Daily News story of 
twenty years ago, this was a “novel amusement, which at- 
tracted all the visitors.”” Whether it was the tree or the 
Witch directing its destinies, who attracted the visitors, the 
article failed to state, but it was no secret that much of its 
popularity was due to the charm of Miss Julia Temple, who 
made a charming witch. Miss Temple is the present Mrs. 
Lawrence Irving Grinnell of East Eightieth Street, New 
York City. Assisting her were Miss Mary Snyder of Pitts- 
burgh and Miss Emma Green. 

Mrs. Emily G. Pendleton, of Reverie, South Lake Trail, 
an active worker in the Guild, was chairman of the booth 
dispensing ice cream and cake, one of the most sought after 
booths at the bazaar where “many delicious home-made 
cakes were sold,” the largest one bringing $25 and being 
bought at auction by Mrs. Jean H. E. Saint Cyr.

Charles Powers, now living at Decatur, II]., Miss Doris Doe, 
the noted contralto of the Metropolitan Opera Company, 
who will be heard in recital at the Everglades Club on 
Friday, February 9, and Miss Mildred Brelsford, the pres- 
ent Mrs. Charles J. Clarke, Jr., of Marion, Pa. 

A table, laden with tropical fruits and flowers, was 
presided over by Mrs. John Watson Doe, still a noted mem- 
ber of the resort colony, Mrs. S. F. Worthington, now of 
Goshen, N. Y., and Mrs. U. D. Hendrickson, at present a 
resident of Umatilla, Fla.

Arthur Somers Roche, who was runner-up to Beach in 
last year’s match, sailed along smoothly defeating Jimmy 
Powers, New York newspaper scribe to the tune of 2 and 1. 
Another winner in the quarter-finals was Fontaine Fox 
of Toonerville Trolly fame, who defeated Philip Kobbe, 
4 and 3. 

Rube Goldberg, who has finally discovered just what 
it takes to play tournament golf, defeated R. L. Simon in 
the second flight, 3 and 2. Other winners were Owen 
Davis, who defeated William Chenerey, 4 and 3; H. T. 
Webster, creator of Mr. Milquetoast, who won out over his 
friend, Charley Williams, the illustrator, 4 and 3, and E. F.

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POST-PROHIBITION ETIQUETTE

aoyp|OFT LIGHTS, soft music and tables for two. Glit- 
as! tering restaurants, fine food and good companions. 
A roaring fire, deep chairs and quiet talk. All of 
these little amenities of life are good in themselves, 
but pleasure in them has been infinitely intensified 
since December 5th. Romantic moments grow more 
romantic, good food grows better, and _ friendship 
deepens to an accompaniment of fine wines and liquors. 
Wider and wider grows the circle in which liquor is once 
again served. More and more dinners, formal and informal, 
include in their menu a selection of wines and liqueurs for 
palates for fifteen years unfamiliar with such luxuries. 

It will not be long before Florida joins the other states 
in giant toast to the repeal of Prohibition. Guests at the 
Colony Club, couples at the Patio and parties at the Ever- 
glades and groups at the Margery will while away the dinner 
hour or an evening as they are now doing at the Waldorf, 
the Plaza and the Central Park Casino. Just as New York’s 
clever hostesses are taking 
pains to learn the knack of 
choosing and serving wines, 
so the winter colonists in 
Florida will want to know the 
ins and outs of this ancient 
and honorable art. 

Don’t think for a moment 
that because all liquors are 
available, all liquors are prop- 
er at all times. Because your 
cellar happens to contain a 
good supply of fine old Port, 
don’t sling it into a tumbler 
and serve it with the roast. 
This is an obvious mistake, of 
course, which any hostess 
would scorn to make. But 
there are certain ramifica- 
tions of the fundamental rules 
of wine service which the 
prospective 1934-35 hostess 
may wish to brush up on. 

With all the confusing ad- 
vice now being given the in- 
experienced but ambitious 
hostess, the best course for 
her to follow is that of simplicity and taste. She should 
learn how to achieve harmony between wine and food; she 
should get to know a few good wines and one or two great 
ones. She should, for the time being, avoid the service of a 
too-complicated menu. For her guidance, we submit as com- 
pactly as possible the elements of sound wine service. 

Aperitifs: An old, dry Amontillado Sherry, a fine Ver- 
mouth, or a Gloria Mundi Madeira. 

Oysters and shellfish: A dry white wine. 

Soup: Sherry or Madeira. 

Fish: Rhine wine, a dry Graves, dry Champagne. 

Entree (Light meats, chicken, etc.): Light Burgundy 
(red) or Bordeaux. 

Red Meats and Game: 
Cotes du Rhone. 

Dessert: Champagne, a syrupy Sauterne like Yquem, 
Madeira, Port or Sherry.

The art of gracious living is here epitomized in glasses of crystal 

—the finishing note to the service of a formal dinner presented in 

the new spirit of today. The three glasses represent the maximum 

which good taste will observe: the water goblet, the Burgundy or 

claret glass and the glass for Madeitra—either a Caravela with the 

soup or a Duke of Clarence Malmsey with the dessert.—Ovingtons 
have furnished the crystal, and Altman the cloth. 


Fruits, Nuts and Cheese: Port, Sherry or a rich Ma- 
deira, like a Duke of Clarence Malmsey. 

Coffee: Liqueur cognac. 

Remember that wine at table is a complement of food 
flavors, not a thing apart. 

Red wines should be served at room temperature. 

Champagnes, Sauterne, Rhine Wines and Moselles 
should be iced; other white wines chilled. 

Never serve two wines simultaneously; never serve a 
red wine before a white wine, or a sweet wine before a dry 
one. Although it is not a rigid rule, it is generally accepted 
that only three glasses should appear on the table at once— 
the water goblet, and two wine glasses. 

For late suppers and after theatre parties, wines are a 
delicious change from the conventional and overdone high- 
ball. Port, Sherry, or Madeira, are ideal for this purpose. 
El Rei Sercial, with its dry, delicate bouquet, is delicious with 
cheese dishes. A Madeira—golden brown and medium dry 
—will be a new and romantic 
experience for post-Prohibi- 
tion guests. 

Knowing what wine to 
serve is only half the battle. 
What they are to be served 
in is an essential part of cor- 
rect wine service. To be strict- 
ly de rigueur, you should serve 
wines only in clear crystal 
glasses. Deep blues and mul- 
berries are smart and stun- 
ning, but since the connois- 
seur is concerned almost as 
much with the fascinating 
lights and tints in his wine 
as he is with the bouquet and 
flavor, he resents having his 
pleasure diminished by glass- 
es with a decided color. 

After the cocktail, served 
in a glass which certainly 
needs no description, comes 
the soup wine, Madeira or 
Sherry. Both of these are 
served in a glass which is me- 
dium sized and tuliped-shaped. 
With the fish serve your Rhine wine or White Burgun- 
dy in a tulip-shaped glass with a larger bowl than the Sherry 
glass. With the entree, serve claret in an even larger glass 
than the other two, either with sloping sides or with a sharp 
tlair at the base of the goblet and straight sides. The Bur- 
gundy glass for the roast is a very large edition of the claret 
glass. With the game or for toasts, serve champagne, either 
in a tulip-shaped glass or in a wide shallow glass with a tall 
stem. In serving champagne, it is well to have glasses with 
hollow stems to preserve the efferescent bubbles of this 
famous drink. For the dessert course use Duke of Clarence 
Malmsey, served in a Sherry glass. With the demi-tasse, a 
cordial glass is used. These are very small, very narrow 
glasses, the bowl rising directly from the line of the stem 
with very little flair. The brandy glass is a short-stemmed 
glass with a large bowl which bulges at the bottom and 
grows smaller at the top.

HE SPANISH, or Mediterranean type of architecture 
so much in favor in South Florida because of its con- 
formity with the terrain and climatic conditions has 
offered resort architects and craftsmen in this sec- 
tion, a wide field of expression for carrying out to 
the fullest extent creative ideas. This is especially 

noted both in the exteriors and interiors of a host of dis- 

tinctive residences which have been built in this vicinity. 

The bright sunlight and tropical climate has permitted the 

use of furnishings and decorations of old world charm such 

as are noted in dwellings of countries bordering on the Med- 
iterranean Sea. 

An evidence of this may be seen in the delightful resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Verner Reed situated on a 
spacious tract of land overlooking the waters of Hobe Sound 
and the Atlantic, built some while ago with additions during 
the past summer, making it ideally complete. Spanish ar- 
chitecture predominates throughout the residence with its 
roof of old Cuban tile, projecting wood balconies, turned 
wood grills, shuttered windows and entrance tower. 

Upon reaching the house, one is admitted to a circular 
entrance hall and immediately becomes interested in a stair- 
way of unique design, combining old Spanish tile risers of

varied figures, treads of plain Cuban tile balusters and posts 
of natural wood treatment in cypress, the whole affording 
a contrast in color and effectiveness that is out of the ordi- 
nary. 

Leaving the entrance hall one continues through a vaul- 
ted passageway to the main rooms of the house, of which 
the dining room is a splendid example of charming interior. 
Walls are of panelled Florida cypress wood. A quarry key 
stone fireplace adds cheer to one end of the room while the 
floor is of a diagonally laid old Cuban tile. Access to the 
West patio is permitted through large double doors. 

Patios, those necessary adjuncts to the comfort and 
livableness of a Florida home are well represented in the 
Reed residence. The west patio which was a part of teh 
original construction, is enclosed on three sides and over- 
looks Hobe Sound,tropical planting and a spacious porch 
making it ideal for lounging on a warm day. To the South 
a new walled-in patio was added during the summer, off of 
which is another large loggia facing west. This gives en- 
trance to the children’s bedrooms and also a new library car- 
ried out in oak panelling which has departed from the Span- 
ish enough to give it a distinct old English flavor in design. 
Over the children’s bedrooms has been added a large master’s 
bedroom affording an excellent view of the surrounding ter- 
rain.

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HOw TO IMPROVE YOUR GAME 


By JOHN R. TUNIS 


HE VAST MAJORITY of tennis champions have been 
self-taught. Maybe that’s why they are champions. 
Self taught? Certainly. What we learn by our own 
efforts we don’t forget. The service of Tilden, the 
forehand of Vines, the smash of Lott, were not given 
by God. They are acquired by observation and prac- 

tice. The chief difference between the dub and the champion 

is that after the latter becomes a fairly good player, he keeps 
on learning. Whereas the dub, content to hit the ball any- 
how, stops learning. 

So far as I know there isn’t any correspondence school 
which can teach you to be a tennis champion in ten lessons. 
Nor is that the purpose of these articles. I shall try only to 
set down a few fundamental rules which if observed consist- 
ently will raise the game of the average man or woman at 
least 100 per cent. 

But these rules must be followed. Whether in practice 
or playing against a wall or in a game, you must consciously 
try all the time to improve your strokes, you must make an 
effort to think what you are doing. At first these sugges- 
tions will be hard to remember, after a while they will be 
easier. If you persist they will become second nature, and 
you will be beating players from whom you never previously 
took a set. 

Progress at first is always slow. Don’t be discouraged. 
Rene LaCoste, the great French champion, had a brick wall 
behind his house in Paris where he used to practice every 
day. At the end of each season that wall had to be com- 
pletely rebuilt. 


The easiest way to set down a few simple rules to as- 
sist the average tennis player to strengthen his game, is to 
explain some of his faults. Of all faults made by the dub, 
the worst is that usually he stands too close to the ball in 
making his stroke. Have you ever seen a first class player 
like Tilden or Vines make a fullblooded forehand drive? 
Watch them. Or look at their photographs in action. No- 
tice how they get their body away from the ball, how they 
open their shoulders and hit it with outstretched arm. The 
good player makes a full, free drive. 

Whereas the beginner cramps. He takes the ball up 
under his right ear. He takes it by his right elbow. He 
takes it anywhere and everywhere, but always too close to 
his body. 

The cause of this cramping is usually hurry. He sees 
the ball moving across the net into his court. He becomes 
panicstricken, afraid he won’t reach the spot where it will 
fall. So he rushes over and hurls himself in such a hurry 
that invariably he is on top of it when he makes his stroke. 
Take your time. Watch the flight of the ball carefully. 
Here is a tip. You always have more time than you think. 
Occasionally you will be too late for the ball. Nine times 
out of ten you will be too soon. 

Don’t rush at the ball. Don’t cramp. Keep away from 
it as much as possible, watching and measuring with your eye 
the distance between the spot where it bounces and your 
body. Hit it as far from you as you can. If you find it 
bouncing closer than you expected, take a quick step away.

HEALTH AND BEAUTY UNDER THE SUN 


= OUNGING on the yellow sand of Palm Beach, basking 
ty {| in the health-giving rays of the sun and tangy sea 
“\| air, dancing gayly under the romantic Southern 
moon, one is inspired to think of beauty and health 
and the gorgeous bounties of nature. Palm Beach is 
rich in its opportunities for developing health and 
beauty of body and face, and Helena Rubinstein, interna- 
tional beauty authority, urges every woman to follow a care- 
fully planned program of exercises and beauty treatments to 
derive the utmost benefit from the Palm Beach season. 


A course of exercises based on fundamental principles 
for normalizing the contour and weight of the body, and an 
accompanying course of beauty treatments to be taken in con- 
junction with sun-bathing have been planned by Helena 
Rubinstein, especially for the Palm Beach season. 


“In the past few decades,” explains Madame Rubinstein, 
“women have followed the military type of exercises. These 
develop sharp movements rather than grace; consequently 
they are far from being the ideal exercise systems for women. 
It is my opinion that the correct exercise system should do 
more than take off weight or develop muscles. Exercises 
which are anatomically correct and done in planes of curves, 
tend to develop a plastic smooth muscle rather than the bulgy, 
fore-shortened muscles. They have as their essential func- 
tion the molding of beautiful contours and the development 
of elasticity which gives smooth rhythmic swing to every 
movement of the body. 

“Tt is through physical rhythm that the body learns 
poise, self-forgetfulness and physical repose. All the stand- 
ards of fashion and beauty today are toward curves and 
grace. The flat boyish figure is gradually fading out of the 
style picture, and we are returning to the fundamentals of 
physical beauty which once made Greece the center of the 
world’s beauty.” 

Roof gardens or inclosed lawns or even the beach are 
ideal places to practice the exercises which Madame Rubin- 
stein recommends. By exercising outdoors, one has the addi- 
tional advantage of getting the full benefit of the sun rays on 
the body at the same time, although precautionary measures, 
explained later in this article, should be taken to prevent 
harmful burning. Madame Rubinstein stresses the need for 
relaxation as well as exercises, a need that is well met in the 
following exercises which she suggests. 

One of the first places an inactive person begins to show 
signs of weak muscle tone and protruding, flabby muscles, 
is through the abdominal region. The following exercises 
will develop firm abdominal muscles. In the first exercise: 

(1) Lie on the back, with arms down at sides, neck and 
shoulder muscles relaxed. (2) Pull the right knee back to 
chest and fling left arm (relaxed) over the head. (3) Alter- 
nate legs and arms. The pull of the leg muscles should be 
strong, but the muscles of the arms and chest should remain 
relaxed throughout. 


The second exercise: (1) Lie on back with both knees 
bent and feet placed on the floor. (2) Lift hips so weight is 
on shoulders and feet. (3) Push the hips out to right up— 
to left, then down, not touching body to floor, continue circle 
each direction five times. (4) Pull the abdomen muscles in at 
the lowest point of the circle, and release the muscles when 
the abdomen is raised highest. 

The following is an exercise for relaxation (1) Lie flat on 


the back with every muscle relaxed. (2) Lift right arm and 
let it fall like a dead weight. Do same with left, and alter- 
nately with each leg. (8) Open jaw and relax muscles of 
face and neck. Raise head and let it drop back on bed. (4) 
Raise both arms over head, stretch, then relax completely. 
(5) Stretch legs downward from hips, heels leading. Relax 
completely. (6) Stretch both arms over head, stretch both 
legs, legs downward. Pull as if body would pull apart at 
the waist. (7) Maintain complete relaxation with mind in 
passive state, not worried. (8) Repeat four or five times. 

These exercises are designed for strengthening Shoulder 
and Upper Back Muscles: 

(1) Take position on hands and knees, back flat, head 
held up. 

(2) Let elbows bend, keep head well back, lower the 
upper part of body downward until chest and chin almost 
touch the floor. 

(3) Return to straight arm position, with back flat. To 
obtain the quickest results, use resistance of the arm muscles 
as the torso bends up and down. 

The body will begin to show signs of improvement al- 
most immediately, and the resulting physical tone will be re- 
flected in the complexion and in improved mental energy. 

To make the exercises most effective, Madame Rubin- 
stein urges correct breathing. Very few women with the 
exception of singers and public cpeakers breath correctly, 
according to Madame Rubinstein.

WOMEN’S CHAMPIONSHIP OF FLORIDA 


3] HE TOURNAMENT jinx which has followed many 
/| nationally and internationally known golfers since 
1925 in their unsuccessful attempts to carry off the 
famous Flagler chalice trophy was broken by Miss 
Maureen Orcutt, Haworth, N. J., tournament cham- 
pion, when she defeated Hiss Marion Miley, former 
Kentucky champion and medalist, in the finals of the Wom- 
en’s Championship of Florida, 5 and 4, to win a third leg 
and retain permanent possession of the gold cup. The larg- 
est gallery in the history of the tournament, estimated at 
3,500 persons, followed the match. 

Miss Orcutt had little trouble in disposing of the youth- 
ful Kentucky golfers, her tee shots, which averaged from 20 
to 25 yards more distance than those of her 19-year-old 
opponent, giving her a decided edge on approach. On the 
greens, however, both played just average golf, missing some 
easy putts on a number of holes. 

Miss Orcutt took the first, third, sixth and ninth holes 
on the out nine, her early arrival on the greens being mainly 
responsible for her tallies, while Miss Miley garnered one 
lone hole on the second, when Miss Orcutt missed a two-foot 
putt for a five, putting the latter three up on the turn. Not 
a single birdie graced either card on the out round, Miss Or- 
cutt making a 39 and Miss Miley registering a 42. On the 
fifth hole, Miss Miley’s ball hit a spectator on approach, 
bounding on to the fairway. She missed a short putt how- 
ever, halve the hole. 

On the 10th hole both landed in traps on opposite sides 
of the green. Miss Orcutt made a nice chip shot within two 
feet of the pin, while Miss Miley was over, the former taking 
it with a four on her next putt. On the 11th Miss Orcutt 
won the hole with a six after Miss Miley drove out of bounds 
on her tee shot, and took a seven to Miss Orcutt’s six with 
short putting on the green. Miss Miley then stiffened and 
held Miss Orcutt even for the next three holes but it was too 
late and the match ended on the 14th green. 

Miss Orcutt was thwarted from taking the trophy last 
year when she suffered defeat aat the hands of Mrs. Opal 
S. Hicks, Kansas City shotmaker. She in turn defeated Miss 
Helen Hicks in 1932 to prevent the former metropolitan 
champion from taking the trophy for keeps. In 1931 Miss 
Hicks defeated Miss Virginia Van Wie, who had two legs on 
the trophy at that time to gain two herself, and Miss Orcutt 
also won over Miss Van Wie in 1930 to prevent the national 
champion from taking it off. The only golfer ever to win 
the trophy before was Mrs. Glenna Collette Vare, who took 
away the original cup in 1925.

A representative field of nationally known women 
golfers qualified in the first flight of the Annual Women’s 
Championship of Florida event, with Miss Marion Miley, 
youthful golf star from Lexington, Ky., who held the Ken- 
tucky state championship in 1932 and 1933, springing the 
surprise of the tournament to win the medal round with 
a 38-40—78. 

Mrs. Opal S. Hill of Kansas City, defending champion, 
who was automatically qualified for first place because of 
her rank and did not have to make the round, accompanied 
Miss Helen Hicks and also made the eighteen holes with 
the same score as Miss Miley, 38-40—78. 

Miss Maureen Orcutt of White Beeches, N. J., winner 
of the Miami Biltmore event last week, and Women’s 
Championship of Florida in 1929 and 1930, tied for second 
place with Miss Helen Hicks, winner of the event in 1930 
and 1931, the former making 38-42—80 and the latter 
tallying a brace of 40’s for an 80. 

Strong winds hampered the golfers and prevented any 
spectacular scores from being made, although Miss Miley, 
youthful Kentucky entrant, made three birdies on the last 
three holes to tack up her medal score. Miss Orcutt and 
Miss Hicks were a bit short on their putting all the way 
round, the former missing a two-foot putt on the final 
green to spoil her chance of breaking 80. 

Miss Aline de Gunzbourg, St. Cloud, France, French 
champion in 1933, who is adding an international aspect 
to the tournament, qualified with an 83, as did her partner, 
Miss Grace Amory, prominent member of the Palm Beach 
younger set. Another tournament entry from abroad was 
that of Miss Kathleen Garnham, French titlist, who was 
also automatically qualified, not having to make the medal 
round, and wired her arrival at Miami. 

Mrs. Austin Pardue of Minneapolis, the former Dor- 
othy Klotz, who won the tournament in 1927, was well up 
in the first flight, turning in a card of 41-43—84. Miss 
Jane Douglas, of San Gabriel, Cal., qualified with Miss 
Orcutt ot make the round with a 42-42—84. 

Mrs. H. C. Sterrett, Hutchinson, Kans., who figured in 
former tournament play in this event, was right behind 
Miss Douglas, with a 41-44—85, and Miss Mary Rogers 
of Jacksonville, Fla., state champion, figured in the first 
flight with a 46-41—97. 

Miss Audrey Phipps, another prominent young member 
of the resort colony, qualified in the first flight with a 
49-4291.

RESORT REGATTAS 


lr. JEVOTEES of sail racing, one of the most picturesque 
“| sports in the world, had the pleasure of viewing 
more than 50 of these graceful craft in the Annual 
Winter Sailing Regatta held Sunday over the trian- 
gular course in the calm waters of Lake Worth, 
which was held under the auspices of the Palm Beach 
Yacht club and the Florida East Coast Yachting Associations. 


Sportsmen from yacht clubs all along the East Coast 
participated in the event, and included many youthful entries 
of boys and girls of school age, who handled their small craft 
with all the skill of seasoned mariners. 


Ten events, including the Moth, Snipe, Cricket and Sui- 
cide classes, as well as other craft with larger sail areas, 
spread their wings and cut their way over the triangular 
course with occasionally an upset or two when the skipper 
failed to put her “hard over,” to come up into the wind. 


Rivalry was keen and a number of entrants sprung sur- 
prises in the form of fast boats, constructed secretly, with 
certain little changes in the hull and hang of sail to give 
them an edge, but not radical enough to bar them from their 
classes. 


The first event got under way at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and the afternoon schedule was set at 1:30 o’clock. Mem- 
bers of the Florida East Coast Yachting Association, which 
sponsored the event along with the local Palm Beach Yacht

The royal poinciana blooms in scarlet flame

The Flower Show will be a center of attractions for the 
visiting presidents and delegates of the Garden Club of Amer- 
ica, and it is indicated that this year’s presentation will sur- 
pass all former shows in beauty and originality of design. 
Planting and foundation work are entirely completed and 
exhibits are already being placed. Among the notable ex- 
hibits planned is Mrs. Edward F. Hutton’s ancient Japanese 
garden which she planned before leaving last year, and 
which will occupy a large plot in the west wing of the slat- 
house.

THE ROMANY CHORUS

O THOSE who have been residents of Palm Beach 
for the last six years, the Romany Chorus is well 
known, as they have most liberally supported and 
encouraged it.

Their motto, ‘one for all and all for the Romanies,”’ 
is literally true of them. This has been proven over and 
over in their lack of jealousy among themselves and their 
delight in the progress of individual members, many of 
whom, through their training in Romany circles, have been 
able to advance rapidly in their chosen world of music. 

From the first year when the Romanies sang their 
songs from a Gypsy wagon with Mr. John Charles Thomas 
and Madam Louise Homer, through their first camp in 


Phipps Plaza to their wonderful performance of 
“Pagliacci” and “Road to Vienna” at the Everglades Club, 
last year’s “Old Madrid” at Whitehall, and this year’s 
Romany Revels, to be given at Whitehall on Washington’s 
birthday, they have endeavored to bring forth the glory 
of their own young voices. Each year they have brought to 
Palm Beach a “new voice,” starting as they did with 
Ernesto Dodds, the Argentine baritone; Edward Jardon, 
Robert Wiedefeld, and Ernest Charles. 

This year it is to be Imhoff and the Romanies await with 
interest Palm Beach’s decision as to their judgment of a 
voice. Also this year they bring into their performance for 
the first time one of the world’s greatest comedians, Mr. 
Albert Trahan and his wife, the lovely Yukona Cameron, 
celebrated in this country and justly famous abroad where 
they have appeared in many ‘“‘command performances” for 
the Royalties of Europe, the last of which was the most 
notable—performing before Their Majesties, King George 
and Queen Mary of England. 

Artists who have attended the Romany rehearsals and 
have heard the Romanies sing remark at the ease with 
which they adapt themselves to their new songs and skits. 
Each year they have endeavored to be finer than the last. 
This year they feel that they have reached their peak in 
“Romany Revels.” The scene is a Romany Camp near the 
Fair at Budapest, complete in all its details, the scale model 
being by Mr. Reynolds Clarke, formerly associated with 
Mr. Addison Mizner. Mr. Clarke is also responsible for the 
beautiful posters displayed. The Romanies are deeply in- 
debted to him and to Mr. and Mrs. Trahan,

Not only do they 
display in ample quantity the newest Parisian gown crea- 
tions but they carry, as well, the most pretentious stock of 
imported materials available. These naturally include dress 
goods of every European nation. 

Men will find the smartest shirtings from London and 
Paris as well as the latest novelties of New York.

—=]0 A CONSTANTLY increasing number of yachtsmen, 
)} winter no longer means a period of melancholy hiber- 
nation. From the birds many an enthusiastic Cor- 
inthian has learned the lesson of flying southward 
with the sun when winter rings the curfew in the 
North. And with the wise birds who sing so sweet- 
ly in our palm trees they seldom fail to drop another in the 
inviting juniper-tinted waters of Lake Worth. 


Although many owners of pleasure craft maintain boats 
both in the North and in the South, while others charter a 
boat for southern use, the recent Government improvements 
of the famous Inside Route make the cruise down the Coast 
in protected waters of adequate depth a swift and merry 
jount for the yachtsmand and his guests. Each season find 
an increasing number of prominent members of the Palm 
Beach colony bringing or sending their boats to the resort, 
and spending many hours afloat in genuine relaxation—cruis- 
ing, fishing, entertaining. 


For where can one find more complete freedom from the 
“cares that infest the day,” whether business or social, than 
aboard a boat? That moment you up anchor or cast off 
from the pier you are in another world, a world of your own, 
with scenes and friends of your own choosing, divorced from 
the interruptions of the telephone, of unwelcome callers, of 
dress and routine. Yours to command is time and place. 
You may elect a day’s fishing in the purple Gulf Stream, a 
few hours’ run up the beach and back with a pause for a 
refreshing swim, or an ambitious cruise to Nassau and be- 
vond if the type of craft permits. In any event, the pure 
salt air is a refreshing tonic and brings a speedy return of 
healthful energy to the vacationist seeking needed change 
and recreation. 


For those who prefer greater speed the waters of Palm 
Beach and vicinity offer abundant opportunities. The unob- 
structed surface of Lake Worth, smooth and free from strong 
currents, is the favorite southern rendezvous for the high 
speed runabout and racing craft, as well as the express cruis- 
er and even for the erstwhile noisy outboard, now largely 
silenced by improved mufflers and underwater exhausts— 
practical little craft for kids of six or sixty, which take you 
there and bring you back in less time than you can imagine 
it. Many a golfer at Palm Beach uses his marine runabout 
for commuting to the course and back, and finds he can make 
the run in this manner as quickly and with more thrilling 
pleasure than is possible by automobile ashore. 


As for the devotees of sailing craft, they, too, have found 
hospitable Lake Worth ideal for one design racing. ‘‘Moths,” 
“snipes” and “star” class boats are popular, particularly with 
the younger set including girls and boys, who find the almost 
constant breezes provide plenty of excitment in the triangular 
brushes arranged for by the committee, or the impromptu 
races that afford many a thrill and sometimes a harmless 
spill or two. 

The annual Regattas bring to our waters many prom- 
inent racing craft of boat, said and power. Among the latter 
this year will be a number of the fastest boats of this coun- 
try and abroad. The regatta is ably conducted and sponsored 
by the national organization in charge of the sport and is held 
under the auspices of the Palm Beach Yacht Club.

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HOW TO IMPROVE YOUR GAME 


By JOHN R. TUNIS 


This is the second of a series of articles on tennis \ 
written by Mr. John R. Tunis, noted tennis authority. 


ORE MISTAKES in stroke production arise from 
leaning away from the ball than from almost any 
other reason. The average player has to run for 
the ball, often he has to run backward. When he 
hits it leaning away from it, he is apt to sky it, 
to push his shot up with a lifting motion which 
sends it far out of court. Haven’s you noticed yourself 
doing this? 

Try leaning toward the ball. Not merely when actually 
making a stroke, but all through the rallies. Keep slightly 
leaning toward the point where the ball is to fall, even 
when you are running. This will improve your driving. 
The weight of your body will be on the ball when you hit 
it, adding power and speed to your shot. Lean toward the 
ball. 

Leaning away from the ball is one of the great mis- 
_takes of the beginner at tennis. Let me give you another 
good tip. Paste this in your hat. Never stand still except 
when making a shot. 

Haven’t you seen dub players flat on their heels until 
the ball comes, at which instant they start dancing around 
excitedly like wild men? No wonder the shot goes into the 
backstop. 

So keep moving. Keep on your toes, of course. Be 
ready to dart, to jump, to start in any direction. If you do, 
few shots will catch you unawares. If you stand on your 
heels, most of them will. You can’t stand on your heels 
when you are moving. Too many beginners make a prac- 
tice of always standing still except when they make a 
shot. The one moment when they should be motionless. 

What is the hardest shot in tennis? The volley, I sup- 
pose, or the smash, is hardest to make. Why? Because in 
volleying one has less time to get set for the ball, less time 
to get one’s bat on it. The ball comes at you faster than does 
a drive which bounces and gives additional seconds for you 
to take position. 

Yet one of the greatest faults of the average player is 
that he will insist on trying the hard shots before the easy 
ones. Common sense suggests that if you desire to progress 
at tennis, you should learn first the strokes that are easiest. 
What are they? The drive, and the serve. 

Now the service is not only one of the easiest shots in 
the game to make, but it is one of the few you can prac- 
tice alone. Moreover you may serve anywhere within the 
limits of the court, you don’t have to hit a fast moving ball, 
you can take your time and as much as you like. Yet most 
beginners just walk up and whack the ball anyhow. Then 
if their first is a falt, they whack the second without pause. 
Let me give you one or two suggestions that will materially 
help your service. 

Stand firmly, rigidly almost, the body erect, left shoulder 
pointed toward the net and left foot just behind the line. No 
foot faults. Hold the ball with the tips of your left fingers, 
when the wrist reaches the level of your mouth. Flick the 
ball up gently. 

This is most important. Don’t jerk it, as a sudden jerk 
will cause you to lose balance and throw your shot off. Take 
care to poise your body and make the toss slowly deliberately. 
Here is a suggestion made to me by George Agutter, the able 
professional of the West Side Tennis Club, which improved 


my service. Start slowly, begin the swing gently but come 
fast just before you hit the ball. Your service will be vastly 
better if you try these in action. 

There are four ways of learning to play tennis: watching 
great players, taking lessons from a professional, getting help 
from an older player, and reading books on the game. 

The first way is the simplest. Above all for children be- 
cause children are imitative; as they watch top class players 
they will unconsciously imitate the correct style. Even for 
older persons and players who have been at the game some 
time, there is nothing like watching first class tennis to help 
you correct your faults and improve your weak points. To 
see Tilden in action is an inspiration. 

For those who live in parts of the United States where 
cracks seldom play and big tournaments are rarely held, the 
problem is difficult. But it is worth noting that the tour of 
Tilden and his professionals across the country this winter 
has taken them into twenty-five different cities in twenty 
different states, beside Canada. He will make another tour 
next summer so that there will be few places in 1934 where 
good tennis cannot be seeen. 

In watching tournament tennis, always sit as close to the 
court as possible and behind it rather than to one side. Watch 
carefully the way each player hits the ball. Notice his foot- 
work, his balance and the follow through of his stroke. Ob- 
serve especially how long he waits in the exchange before 
committing himself, how he refuses to rush headlong at the 
ball. You will get a tremendous amount from watching 
carefully the good professional and amateur players in action. 

But best of all you will get inspiration. An enthusiasm 
and a desire to get out and perfect that backhand drive of 
your own. Go to it. 

The second way of learning to play tennis is by taking 
lessons from a good professional coach. Unfortunately that 
is not easy in the United States where there are, propor- 
tionately to the numbers who play the game, fewer first 
class instructors than in Europe. 

If you can secure professional help, fine. But be sure 
of your professional. Not everyone who teaches is compe- 
tent and not every first class player turned professional is 
a teacher by any means. They say a millionaire in New 
York asked Bill Tilden to give him ten lessons at a hun- 
dred dollars apiece. Whether the man got his money’s 
worth I don’t know. Certainly to date Bill has not suc- 
ceeded in imparting any of his skill to numerous young- 
sters in tournament play. 

Pick your professional with care. Be sure he knows 
his stuff. Not every player with a great reputation can 
teach. Nor should I go to one of those men who guarantee 
to turn out a champion in ten lessons. There are, however, 
first class instructors in most of the big tennis club, two 
of the best are George Agutter of West Side at Forest 
Hills, L. I., and Bill Croker of Chicago. 

Once having determined to take lessons, don’t expect 
the teacher to make you a player on his own. Learning 
tennis like anything else is hard work and takes effort on 
the part of the learnee. If you choose to stand off and 
say, “I am paying you to teach me tennis; teach me if you 
ean!’ I’m afraid you won’t get far. Your side of the bar- 
gain isn’t finished when you pay your money and plank 


yourself across the net.
